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This  department  is  open  to  pious  young  men  of  any  denomi¬ 
nation.  There  must  be  good  evidence  of  natural  talent,  of 
correct  deportment  and  of  membership  in  some  Evangelical 
Church;  also  of  having  received  such  education  in  the  common 
English  branches  as  fit  the  student  to  pursue  with  profit  the 
studies  of  this  course. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Not  less  than  three  years  is  required  for  a  complete  course, 
but  when  the  circumstances  demand  it,  a  shorter  course  is  pro¬ 
vided.  Scripture,  History,  Geography  or  Exegesis  is  a  daily 
study  throughout  the  course.  The  new  testament  in  the  ori¬ 
ginal  is  studied  by  those  sufficiently  advanced,  and  the  Hebrew 
will  be  taught  as  soon  as  the  students  are  ready  to  enter  upon 
it. 

The  other  studies  of  the  course  are  Mental  and  Moral  Phi¬ 
losophy,  Evidences  of  Christianity,  Systematic  Theology, 
Church  History  and  Government,  Homiletics  and  Pastoral 
Theology. 

Attention  is  given  to  the  English  language  and  Rhetoric,  and 
to  Elocution,  with  frequent  exercises  in  reading  the  Scriptures 
and  hymns,  and  in  the  delivery  of  sermons  and  addresses. 

The  practical  work  of  the  ministry  is  joined  with  study,  as 
every  one  of  the  theological  students  labors  as  a  catechist  or 
preacher  during  vacation,  and  generally  supplies  some  church 
as  often  as  half  the  Sabbaths  in  term  time.

TERM  AND  VACATION. 


To  enable  the  students  to  earn  something  for  their  own  sup¬ 
port,  and  to  save  traveling  expenses,  there  is  but  one  session  of 
eight  months,  hereafter  to  commence  on  the  first  Wednesday 
of  October,  and  close  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June.  Stu¬ 
dents  wishing  to  enter  the  Institute  should  make  early  applica¬ 
tion. 
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EXPENSES. 

Tuition,  and  room-rent  are  free.  There  is  a  charge  of  one 
dollar  per  session  for  contingent  expenses. 

Conveniences  for  boarding  in  a  club  have  been  provided  on 
the  Institute  grounds.  The  cost  for  the  present  session  has 
not  exceeded  six  dollars  per  month.  Elsewhere  it  may  be  had 
at  about  the  same  price.  Washing,  fuel  and  light  will  cost 
from  two  to  three  dollars  per  month.  All  expenses,  except  for 
clothing,  can  be  covered  by  ten  dollars  per  month. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  others  giving  promise  of 
usefulness,  will  receive  such  aid  as  their  necessities,  and  the  re¬ 
sources  at  command  will  allow. 

ANNUAL  STATEMENT. 

Of  the  students  whose  names  are  found  in  the  catalogue, 
eighty-two  are  professing  Christians,  thirty-five  are  studying 
for  the  ministry  and  thirteen  are  catechists.  Forty-one  have 
taught  primary  schools  during  some  portion  of  the  year,  mak¬ 
ing  an  aggregate  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  forty  months 
teaching.  In  these  schools  there  were  taught  more  than  two 
thousand,  seven  hundred  children,  and  in  Sabbath-schools 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  same  teachers,  over  sixteen 
hundred.  The  earnings,  by  teaching,  were  over  three  thousand 
dollars. 


THE  OBJECT  AND  IMPORTANCE  OF  THE  INSTI¬ 
TUTE. 

A  great  want  of  the  Freedmen  in  the  South  is,  to  have  pious, 
faithful  and  educated  preachers  and  teachers,  of  their  own 
race.  To  meet  this  want,  Biddle  Institute  was  founded,  and 
has  begun  its  work.  The  plan  is  to  aid  the  most  pious  and 
talented  of  the  freedmen  to  obtain  a  good  education,  that  they 
may  go  out  as  the  preachers  and  teachers  of  their  people.  And 
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thus  to  equip  pious  young  men  of  color,  that  they  may  guide 
their  people  to  a  more  perfect  knowledge  of  elevating  and  sav¬ 
ing  truth,  is  among  the  most  urgent  missionary  work  in  our 
land.  It  is  worthy  to  receive  the  entire  strength  of  the  best 
men  the  church  can  furnish,  and  is  second  to  none  in  its  claims 
upon  the  prayers  and  gifts  of  all  good  people.  In  this  work  of 
educating  and  evangelizing  the  colored  race,  the  post  of  Biddle 
Institute  is  an  important  one.  It  is  the  only  institution  of  the 
kind  under  the  care  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  South¬ 
ern  states.  It  stands  as  the  future  college  and  theological 
seminary  for  the  Atlantic  states  south  of  Virginia — the  terri¬ 
tory  within  the  present  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Atlantic.  The 
immediate  demand  is  seen  in  the  fact  that,  in  the  Synod  of 
Atlantic,  there  are  now  82  churches,  nearly  all  colored,  aver¬ 
aging  90  members  each,  and  only  28  ministers  (but  12  of 
whom  are  colored)  are  at  work  among  them  as  preachers  and 
teachers. 


LOCATION. 


Many  reasons  combined  to  influence  the  trustees  in  selecting 
a  location.  Since,  in  the  wonderful  providence  of  God,  the 
freedmen,  numbered  by  the  million,  are  en  masse  open  for  in¬ 
struction,  every  reason  urges  that  higher  schools  and  semina¬ 
ries  should  be  established  in  their  midst.  Thus  is  secured 
economy,  close  contact  with  the  people,  and  also  a  powerful 
elevating  influence  upon  them  by  the  presence  of  such  institu¬ 
tions,  and  the  valuable  missionary  work  the  students  may  per¬ 
form  during  the  time  they  are  under  instruction.  Charlotte, 
N.  C.,  one  of  the  most  prosperous  towns  in  the  South,  the  ter¬ 
minus  of  six  railroads,  in  the  midst  of  a  large  and  comparatively 
intelligent  colored  population,  and  surrounded  by  many  or¬ 
ganized  churches,  a  good  centre,  in  fact,  for  three  or  foui 
states,  was  unanimously  selected  as  the  location. 
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BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  first  and  most  constant  donor  toward  the  founding  and 
support  of  the  Institute  has  been  Mrs.  Mary  D.  Biddle,  of 
Philadelphia,  widow  of  Major  Henry  J.  Biddle,  in  memory  of 
whom  the  Institute  received  its  name.  It  is  located  in  a  beau¬ 
tiful  grove,  on  an  eminence  overlooking  the  city  of  Charlotte, 
and  has  twenty-two  acres  of  ground. 

The  buildings  consist  of  the  main  Institute  building,  50  by 
54  feet,  and  three  stories  high,  a  boarding  hall,  a  small  dormi¬ 
tory,  and  two  professors’  houses.  The  whole  cost  of  buildings, 
including  school  furniture,  has  been  $15,000.  Other  buildings 
are  imperatively  needed. 

WANTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTE. 

# 

For  the  present,  and  for  some  time  to  come,  the  institution 
must  depend  largely  upon  the  contributions  of  friends  to  aid  in 
carrying  on  its  work.  For  the  information  of  such  friends, 
we  mention  the  following  wants  of  the  Institute,  trusting  that 
some,  into  whose  hands  this  catalogue  may  fall,  will  be  able 
and  willing  to  give  substantial  aid. 

1st.  Scholarships.  One  hundred  dollars  constitutes  a  schol¬ 
arship.  This  sum  is  suificient  to  enable  any  worthy  student  to 
go  through  the  term  of  eight  months.  Fifty  scholarships 
might  be  occupied  by  worthy  and  promising  young  men  dur¬ 
ing  the  ensuing  session.  It  is  desirable,  when  friends  are  able, 
to  continue  these  scholarships  from  year  to  year,  until  the 
beneficiary  has  completed  his  education. 

2d.  General  Aid  Fund.  Many  young  men  come  to  the 
Institute  with  means  of  their  own,  the  savings  of  their  scanty 
wages,  or  the  hard-earned  money  of  poor  parents,  to  enable 
them  to  go  to  school  for  two,  three  or  more  months.  In 
many  cases,  it  is  desirable  to  supplement  their  own  resources, 
so  as  to  enable  them  to  go  through  the  session.  From  three  to 
six  hundred  dollars  are  greatly  needed  for  this  object. 
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3d.  Clothing.  In  no  way,  perhaps,  can  valuable  aid  be 
rendered  more  easily,  on  the  part  of  the  donors,  or  more  accept¬ 
able  to  the  receivers,  than  by  sending  boxes  of  clothing  for 
distribution  to  needy  students.  Good  clothing  of  all  kinds 
can  always  find  grateful  wearers.  Bed-clothing ,  of  all  kinds, 
is  also  needed.  It  is  hoped  that  the  ladies  in  our  churches 
and  Sunday-schools  will  aid  our  work  in  this  way. 

4th.  Building.  There  are,  at  present,  comfortable  accom¬ 
modations  for  only  62  students,  after  taking  the  rooms  for 
recitation  that  are  absolutely  required.  Fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  at  least,  must  be  expended  in  building,  to  furnish  the 
rooms  and  accommodations  most  urgently  needed.  Promising 
applicants  must  be  refused  an  education,  unless  more  buildings 
are  erected  at  once. 

5th.  Endowment.  The  founders  of  the  Institute,  taking  a 
broad  view  of  the  future  educational  wants  of  the  colored  race, 
contemplated,  from  the  beginning,  to  raise  it  to  the  grade  of  a 
College  and  Theological  Seminary,  as  soon  as  the  number  and 
advancement  of  the  students  should  so  require.  The  institu¬ 
tion  has  now  assumed  this  higher  grade.  The  members  of  the 
faculty  are  as  yet  supported  as  teachers  and  missionaries  by 
the  Committee  of  Missions  for  Freedmen.  An  endowment, 
therefore,  for  the  independent  and  adequate  support  of  the 
professors  has  become  an  imperative  want  of  the  institution. 


CONCLUSION. 


The  institution  is  consecrated  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
welfare  of  a  needy  race.  It  stands  as  the  only  representative 
of  its  kind,  in  the  South,  of  our  Presbyterian  Church ;  and  it 
certainly  is  one  of  the  most  important  agencies  in  the  hands  of 
the  Church,  and  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  good  among  the  four-and-a-half  millions  of 
freedmen  in  the  South.  It  commends  itself  to  the  prayers  and 
gifts  of  all  good  men.

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ADMISSION. 

This  Department  is  open  to  pious  young  men  of  any  denomination. 
There  must  be  good  evidence  of  natural  talent,  of  correct  deport¬ 
ment  and  of  membership  in  some  Evangelical  Church ;  also  of 
having  received  such  education  in  the  common  English  branches 
as  fit  the  student  to  pursue  with  profit  the  studies  of  this  course. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Not  less  than  three  years  is  required  for  a  complete  course,  but 
when  the  circumstances  demand  it,  a  shorter  course  is  provided. 
Scripture,  History,  Geography  or  Exegesis  is  a  daily  study  through¬ 
out  the  course.  The  New  Testament  in  the  original  is  studied  by 
those  sufficiently  advanced,  and  the  Hebrew  will  be  taught  as  soon 
as  the  students  are  ready  to  enter  upon  it. 

The  other  studies  of  the  course  are  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy, 
Evidences  of  Christianity,  Systematic  Theology,  Church  History 
and  Government,  Homiletics  and  Pastoral  Theology. 

Attention  is  given  to  the  English  Language  and  Rhetoric,  and  to 
Elocution,  with  frequent  exercises  in  reading  the  Scriptures  and 
hymns,  and  in  the  delivery  of  sermons  and  addresses. 

The  practical  work  of  the  ministry  is  joined  with  study,  as  every 
one  of  the  theological  students  labors  as  a  catechist  or  preacher 
during  vacation,  and  generally  supplies  some  church  as  often  as 
half  the  Sabbaths  in  term  time.

TERM  AND  VACATION. 

To  enable  the  students  to  earn  something  for  their  own  support, 
and  to  save  traveling  expenses,  there  is  but  one  session  of  eight 
months,  to  commence  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October,  and  close 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June.  Students  wishing  to  enter  the 
Institute  should  make  early  application. 
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EXPENSES. 

Tuition  and  room-rent  are  free.  There  is  a  charge  of  one  dollar 
per  term  for  contingent  expenses. 

Conveniences  for  boarding  in  a  club  have  been  provided  on  the 
Institute  grounds.  The  cost  for  the  present  session  has  not  exceed¬ 
ed  six  and  a  half  dollars  per  month.  Elsewhere  it  may  be  had  at 
about  the  same  price.  Washing,  fuel  and  light  will  cost  from  two 
to  three  dollars  per  month.  All  expenses,  except  for  clothing  and 
books,  can  be  covered  by  ten  dollars  per  month. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  others  giving  promise  of  useful¬ 
ness,  will  receive  such  aid  as  their  necessities,  and  the  resources  at 
command  will  allow. 

ANNUAL  STATEMENT. 

Of  the  students  whose  names  are  found  in  the  catalogue,  seventy- 
six  are  professing  Christians,  thirty-six  are  studying  for  the  ministry 
and  twenty  are  catechists.  Forty-one  have  taught  primary  schools 
during  some  portion  of  the  year,  making  an  aggregate  of  more  than 
one  hundred  and  forty  months  teaching.  In  these  schools  there  were 
taught  more  than  two  thousand,  nine  hundred  children,  and  in  Sab- 
bath-schools  under  the  superintendence  of  the  same  teachers,  over 
two  thousand.  The  earnings,  by  teaching,  four  thousand  dollars. 

THE  OBJECT  AND  IMPORTANCE  OF  THE  INSTITUTE. 

A  great  want  of  the  Freedmen  in  the  South  is,  to  have  pious, 
faithful  and  educated  preachers  and  teachers,  of  their  own  race. 
To  meet  this  want,  Biddle  Institute  was  founded,  and  has  begun  its 
work.  The  plan  is  to  aid  the  most  pious  and  talented  of  the  F reed- 
men  to  obtain  a  good  education,  that  they  may  go  out  as  the  preach¬ 
ers  and  teachers  of  their  people.  And  thus  to  equip  pious  young 
men  of  color,  that  they  may  guide  their  people  to  a  more  perfect 
knowledge  of  elevating  and  saving  truth,  is  among  the  most  urgent 
missionary  work  in  our  land.  It  is  worthy  to  receive  the  entire 
strength  of  the  best  men  the  Church  can  furnish,  and  is  second  to 
none  in  its  claims  upon  the  prayers  and  gifts  of  all  good  people.  In 
this  work  of  educating  and  evangelizing  the  colored  race,  the  post 
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of  Biddle  Institute  is  an  important  one.  It  is  the  only  institution 
of  the  kind  under  the  care  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  South¬ 
ern  states.  It  stands  as  the  future  college  and  theological  seminary 
for  the  Atlantic  states  south  of  Virginia — the  territory  within  the 
present  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Atlantic.  The  immediate  demand 
is  seen  in  the  fact  that,  in  the  Synod  of  Atlantic,  there  are  now  82 
churches,  nearly  all  colored,  averaging  90  members  each,  and  only 
28  ministers  (but  twelve  of  whom  are  colored,)  are  at  work  among 
them  as  preachers  and  teachers. 

LOCATION. 

Many  reasons  combined  to  influence  the  trustees  in  selecting  a 
location.  Since,  in  the  wonderful  providence  of  God,  the  Freedmen, 
numbered  by  the  million,  are  en  masse  open  for  instruction,  every 
reason  urges  that  higher  schools  and  seminaries  should  be  establish¬ 
ed  in  their  midst.  Thus  is  secured  economy,  close  contact  with  the 
people,  and  also  a  powerful  elevating  influence  upon  them  by  the 
presence  of  such  institutions,  and  the  valuable  missionary  work  the 
students  may  perform  during  the  time  they  are  under  instruction. 
Charlotte,  N.  C.,  one  of  the  most  prosperous  towns  in  the  South,  the 
terminus  of  six  railroads,  in  the  midst  of  a  large  and  comparatively 
intelligent  colored  population,  and  surrounded  by  many  organized 
churches,  a  good  centre,  in  fact,  for  three  or  four  states,  was  unani¬ 
mously  selected  as  the  location. 


BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  first  and  most  constant  donor  toward  the  founding  and  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Institute  has  been  Mrs.  Mary  D.  Biddle,  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  widow  of  Major  Henry  J.  Biddle,  in  memory  of  whom  the 
Institute  received  its  name.  It  is  located  in  a  beautiful  grove,  on 
an  eminence  overlooking  the  city  of  Charlotte,  and  has  twenty-two 
acres  of  ground. 

The  buildings  consist  of  the  main  Institute  building,  50  by  54 
feet,  and  three  stories  high,  a  boarding  hall,  two  small  dormitories, 
and  two  professors’  houses.  The  whole  cost  of  buildings,  including 
school  furniture,  has  been  $16,000.  Other  buildings  are  impera¬ 
tively  needed. 
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WANTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTE. 

For  the  present,  and  for  some  time  to  come,  the  institution  must 
depend  largely  upon  the  contributions  of  friends  to  aid  in  carrying 
on  its  work.  For  the  information  of  such  friends,  we  mention  the 
following  wants  of  the  Institute,  trusting  that  some,  into  whose 
hands  this  catalogue  may  fall,  will  be  able  and  willing  to  give  sub¬ 
stantial  aid. 

1st.  Scholarships.  One  hundred  dollars  constitutes  a  scholarship. 
This  sum  is  sufficient  to  enable  any  worthy  student  to  go  through 
the  term  of  eight  months.  Fifty  scholarships  might  be  occupied  by 
worthy  and  promising  young  men  during  the  ensuing  session.  It  is 
desirable,  when  friends  are  able,  to  continue  these  scholarships  from 
year  to  year,  until  the  beneficiary  has  completed  his  education. 

2d.  General  Aid  Fund.  Many  young  men  come  to  the  Institute 
with  means  of  their  own,  the  savings  of  their  scanty  wages,  or  the 
hard-earned  money  of  poor  parents,  to  enable  them  to  go  to  school 
for  two,  three  or  more  months.  In  many  cases,  it  is  desirable  to 
supplement  their  own  resources,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  go  through 
the  session.  From  three  to  six  hundred  dollars  are  greatly  needed 
for  this  object. 

3d.  Clothing.  In  no  way,  perhaps,  can  valuable  aid  be  rendered 
more  easily,  on  the  part  of  the  donors,  or  more  acceptable  to  the 
receivers,  than  by  sending  boxes  of  clothing  for  distribution  to 
needy  students.  Good  clothing  of  all  kinds  can  always  find  grate¬ 
ful  wearers.  Bed-clothing ,  of  all  kinds,  is  also  needed.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  ladies  in  our  churches  and  Sunday-schools  will  aid  our  work 
in  this  way. 

4th.  Building.  There  are,  at  present,  comfortable  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  only  62  students,  after  taking  the  rooms  for  recitation  that 
are  absolutely  recpiired.  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  at  least, 
must  be  expended  in  building,  to  furnish  the  rooms  and  accommo¬ 
dations  most  urgently  needed. 

5th.  Endowment.  The  founders  of  the  Institute,  taking  a  broad 
view  of  the  future  educational  wants  of  the  colored  race,  contem¬ 
plated,  from  the  beginning,  to  raise  it  to  the  grade  of  a  College  and 
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Theological  Seminary,  as  soon  as  the  number  and  advancement  of 
the  students  should  so  require.  The  institution  has  now  assumed 
this  higher  grade.  The  members  of  the  faculty  are  as  yet  supported 
as  teachers  and  missionaries  by  the  Committee  of  Missions  for  Freed- 
men.  An  endowment,  therefore,  for  the  independent  and  adequate 
support  of  the  professors  has  become  an  imperative  want  of  the  insti¬ 
tution. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  institution  is  consecrated  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  welfare 
of  a  needy  race.  It  stands  as  the  only  representative  of  its  kind, 
in  the  South,  of  our  Presbyterian  Church ;  and  it  certainly  is  one 
of  the  most  important  agencies  in  the  hands  of  the  Church,  and  of 
the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  the  accomplishment  of  good 
among  the  four-and-a-half  millions  of  Freedmen  in  the  South.  It 
commends  itself  to  the  prayers  and  gifts  of  all  good  men.

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ADMISSION. 

This  Department  is  open  to  pious  young  men  of  any  denomination. 
There  must  be  good  evidence  of  natural  talent,  of  correct  deport¬ 
ment  and  of  membership  in  some  Evangelical  Church ;  also  Of 
having  received  such  education  in  the  common  English  branches 
as  fit  the  student  to  pursue  with  profit  the  studies  of  this  course. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Not  less  than  three  years  is  required  for  a  complete  course,  but 
when  the  circumstances  demand  it,  a  shorter  course  is  provided. 
Scripture,  History,  Geography  or  Exegesis  is  a  daily  study  through¬ 
out  the  course.  The  New  Testament  in  the  original  is  studied  by 
those  sufficiently  advanced,,  and  the  Hebrew  will  be  taught  as  soon 
as  the  students  are  ready  to  enter  upon  it. 

The  other  studies  of  the  course  are  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy, 
Evidences  of  Christianity,  Systematic  Theology,  Church  History 
and  Government,  Homiletics  and  Pastoral  Theology. 

Attention  is  given  to  the  English  Language  and  Rhetoric,  and  to 
Elocution,  with  frequent  exercises  in  reading  the  Scriptures  and 
hymns,  and  in  the  delivery  of  sermons  and  addresses. 

The  practical  work  of  the  ministry  is  joined  with  study,  as  every 
one  of  the  theological  students  labors  as  a  catechist  or  preacher 
during  vacation,  and  generally  supplies  some  church  as  often  as 
half  the  Sabbaths  in  term  time.

TERM  AND  VACATION. 

To  enable  the  students  to  earn  something  for  their  own  support, 
and  to  save  traveling  expenses,  there  is  but  one  session  of  eight 
months,  to  commence  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October,  and  close 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June.  Students  wishing  to  enter  the 
Institute  should  make  early  application. 
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EXPENSES. 

Tuition  and  room-rent  are  free.  There  is  a  charge  of  one  dollar 
per  term  for  contingent  expenses. 

Conveniences  for  boarding  in  a  club  have  been  provided  on  the 
Institute  grounds.  The  cost  for  the  present  session  has  not  exceeded 
six  and  a  half  dollars  per  month.  Elsewhere  it  may  be  had  at  about 
the  same  price.  W ashing,  fuel  and  light  will  cost  from  two  to  three 
dollars  per  month.  All  expenses,  except  for  clothing  and  books,  can 
be  covered  by  ten  dollars  per  month. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  others  giving  promise  of  useful¬ 
ness,  will  receive  such  aid  as  their  necessities,  and  the  resources  at 
command  will  allow. 

ANNUAL  STATEMENT. 

Of  the  students  whose  names  are  found  in  the  catalogue,  sixty-six 
are  professing  Christians,  thirty  are  studying  for  the  ministry  and 
fifteen  are  catechists.  Forty-four  have  taught  primary  schools  dur¬ 
ing  some  portion  of  the  year,  making  an  aggregate  of  more  than  one 
hundred  and  forty  months  teaching.  In  these  schools  there  were 
taught  more  than  two  thousand  five  hundred  children,  and  in  Sab- 
bath-schools  under  the  superintendence  of  the  same  teachers,  over 
fifteen  hundred.  The  earnings,  by  teaching,  four  thousand  dollars. 

THE  OBJECT  AND  IMPORTANCE  OF  THE  INSTITUTE. 

A  great  want  of  the  Freedmen  in  the  South  is,  to  have  pious, 
faithful  and  educated  preachers  and  teachers,  of  their  own  race. 
To  meet  this  warn,  Biddle  Institute  was  founded,  and  has  begun  its 
work.  The  plan  is  to  aid  the  most  pious  and  talented  of  the  Freed¬ 
men  to  obtain  a  good  education,  that  they  may  go  out  as  the  preach¬ 
ers  and  teachers  of  their  people.  And  thus  to  equip  pious  young 
men  of  color,  that  they  may  guide  their  people  to  a  more  perfect 
knowledge  of  elevating  and  saving  truth,  is  among  the  most  urgent 
missionary  work  in  our  land.  It  is  worthy  to  receive  the  entire 
strength  of  the  best  men  the  Church  can  furnish,  and  is  second  to 
none  in  its  claims  upon  the  prayers  and  gifts  of  all  good  people.  In 
this  work  of  educating  and  evangelizing  the  colored  race,  the  post 
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of  Biddle  Institute  is  an  important  one.  It  is  the  only  institution 
of  the  kind  under  the  care  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  South¬ 
ern  states.  It  stands  as  the  future  college  and  theological  seminary 
for  the  Atlantic  states  south  of  Virginia — the  territory  within  the 
present  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Atlantic.  The  immediate  demand 
is  seen  in  the  fact  that,  in  the  Synod  of  Atlantic,  there  are  now  109 
colored  churches,  averaging  82  members  each,  and  only  33  ministers 
(twenty-one  of  whom  are  colored,)  are  at  work  among  them  as 
preachers  and  teachers. 

LOCATION. 

Many  reasons  combined  to  influence  the  trustees  in  selecting  a 
location.  Since,  in  a  wonderful  providence  of  God,  the  Freedmen, 
numbered  by  the  million,  are  en  masse  open  for  instruction,  every 
reason  urges  that  higher  schools  and  seminaries  should  be  establish¬ 
ed  in  their  midst.  Thus  is  secured  economy,  close  contact  with  the 
people,  and  also  a  powerful  elevating  influence  upon  them  by  the 
presence  of  such  institutions,  and  the  valuable  missionary  work  the 
students  may  perform  during  the  time  they  are  under  instruction. 
Charlotte,  N.  C.,  one  of  the  most  prosperous  towns  in  the  South,  the 
terminus  of  six  railroads,  in  the  midst  of  a  large  and  comparatively 
intelligent  colored  population,  and  surrounded  by  many  organized 
churches,  a  good  centre,  in  fact,  for  three  or  four  states,  was  unani¬ 
mously  selected  as  the  location. 


BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  first  and  most  constant  donor  toward  the  founding  and  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Institute  has  been  Mrs.  Mary  D.  Biddle,  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  widow  of  Major  Henry  J.  Biddle,  in  memory  of  whom  the 
Institute  received  its  name.  It  is  located  in  a  beautiful  grove,  on 
an  eminence  overlooking  the  city  of  Charlotte,  and  has  twenty-two 
acres  of  ground. 

The  buildings  consist  of  the  main  Institute  building,  50  by  54 
feet,  and  three  stories  high ;  a  boarding  hall,  two  small  dormitories, 
and  two  professors’  houses.  The  whole  cost  of  buildings,  including 
school  furniture,  has  been  $16,000.  Other  buildings  are  impera¬ 
tively  needed. 
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WANTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTE. 

For  the  present,  and  for  some  time  to  come,  the  institution  must 
depend  largely  upon  the  contributions  of  friends  to  aid  in  carrying 
on  its  work.  For  the  information  of  such  friends,  we  mention  the 
following  wants  of  the  Institute,  trusting  that  some,  into  whose 
hands  this  catalogue  may  fall,  will  be  able  and  willing  to  give  sub¬ 
stantial  aid. 

1st.  Scholarships.  One  hundred  dollars  constitutes  a  scholarship. 
This  sum  is  sufficient  to  enable  any  worthy  student  to  go  through 
the  term  of  eight  months.  Fifty  scholarships  might  be  occupied  by 
worthy  and  promising  young  men  during  the  ensuing  session.  It  is 
desirable,  when  friends  are  able,  to  continue  these  scholarships  from 
year  to  year,  until  the  beneficiary  has  completed  his  education. 

2d.  General  Aid  Fund.  Many  young  men  come  to  the  Institute 
with  means  of  their  own,  the  savings  of  their  scanty  wages,  or  the 
hard-earned  money  of  poor  parents,  to  enable  them  to  go  to  school 
for  two,  three  or  more  months.  In  many  cases,  it  is  desirable  to 
supplement  their  own  resources,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  go  through 
the  session.  From  three  to  six  hundred  dollars  are  greatly  needed 
for  this  object. 

3d.  Clothing .  In  no  way,  perhaps,  can  valuable  aid  be  rendered 
more  easily,  on  the  part  of  the  donors,  or  more  acceptable  to  the 
receivers,  than  by  sending  boxes  of  clothing  for  distribution  to 
needy  students.  Good  clothing  of  all  kinds  can  always  find  grate¬ 
ful  wearers.  Bed-clothing ,  of  all  kinds,  is  also  needed.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  ladies  in  our  churches  and  Sunday-schools  will  aid  ourivork 
in  this  way. 

4th.  Building.  There  are,  at  present,  comfortable  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  only  62  students,  after  taking  the  rooms  for  recitation  that 
are  absolutely  required.  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  at  ‘least, 
must  be  expended  in  building,  to  furnish  the  rooms  and  accommo¬ 
dations  most  urgently  needed. 

5th.  Endowment.  The  founders  of  the  Institute,  taking  a  broad 
view  of  the  future  educational  wants  of  the  colored  race,  contern- 
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plated,  from  the  beginning,  to  raise  it  to  the  grade  of  a  College  and 
Theological  Seminary,  as  soon  as  the  number  and  advancement  of 
the  students  should  so  require.  The  institution  has  now  assumed 
this  higher  grade.  The  members  of  the  faculty  are  as  yet  supported 
as  teachers  and  missionaries  by  the  Committee  of  Missions  for  Freed- 
men.  An  endowment,  therefore,  for  the  independent  and  adequate 
support  of  the  professors  has  become  an  imperative  want  of  the 
institution . 


CONCLUSION. 

The  institution  is  consecrated  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  welfare 
of  a  needy  race.  It  stands  as  the  only  representative  of  its  kind, 
in  the  South,  of  our  Presbyterian  Church ;  and  it  certainly  is  one 
of  the  most  important  agencies  in  the  hands  of  the  Church,  and  of 
the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  the  accomplishment  of  good 
among  the  four-and-a-half  millions  of  Freedmen  in  the  South.  It 
commends  itself  to  the  prayers  and  gifts  of  all  good  men.
